I am very upset about what the F.B.I. is doing to Judi Bari 
and Derryl Cherney. They are the environmental activists who were 
seriously injured by a pipe bomb. May 24th in Oakland, which was in 
the back seat of their car. 

The F.B.I. has not investigated any other possible suspects in 
the case except for the victims themselves. They are accusing 
these people of a violent terrorist act, without considering the 
non-violent oath they demand from all their volunteers and the non¬ 
violent practices they promote. The F.B.I. is not considering the 
many death threats that Judi Bari, and Darryl Cherney have 
received, including an incident in which Judi Bari's car was rammed 
into by a logging truck while she was on her way to a 
demonstration, as good cause to investigate the possibility that 
the bomb was placed in her car by someone else. 

Judi Bari and Darryl .Cherney are the most visible 
spokespersons for Redwood Summer, a movement to bring people from 
across the country to Humbolt County to protest the deforestation 
practices of the lumber companies and force them to slow down their 
rate of cutting. As spokespersons, they have every reason to keep 
a clean record, and not jeopardize the reputation of the movement. 
They were in the midst of a state wide promotional tour for Redwood 
Summer when the bomb wet off. It was the perfect opportunity for 
someone to plant the bomb to discredit the movement. 

If anyone has any authority over the F.B.I., I should hope 
that it would be our representatives in the Senate and in Congress. 
I urge you to investigate the false charges being brought against 
Judi Bari and Darryl Cherney. The F.B.I. and the big lumber 
companies; Louisiana Pacific, Georgia Pacific, and Pacific Lumber, 
all have good reason to want to see the Redwood Summer movement be 
disrupted and discredited. The lumber companies are not going to 
be able to cover up their atrocious actions for much longer. I 
hope that you will be at the head of the investigation to determine 
who actually planted that bomb, and how we can stop the lumber 
companies from destroying whole ecosystems in the Pacific 
Northwest.

Cherney has been handled to this point. I Hue and work in Ukiah, and am conuinced 
that neither of them knew that they carried a bomb in their car when it euploded. 

Since Judi and Darryl were on a tour committed to non-uiolence, and were 
requiring a non-uiolent promise from anyone wishing to be inuolued In the 
upcoming protests, 1 see no viable reason for their need to carry euplosives. It 
flies in the face of logic. They would hove nothing to gain, popular support to lose 
with any such a connection. 

On the other hand, for the general population to perceive that they were 
involved with explosives would greatly hurt their cause. And I personally am 
convinced that a frame-up is what we’re witnessing. It takes neither a 
conspiracy of all the police agencies In the state nor great intelligence to frame 
someone, especially when that someone Is not popular.

Suit against FBI

■A federal appeals court has left 
intact a lawsuit against FBI agents 
by two radical environmentalists, 
who were injured in a car bombing 
and say the agents tried to frame 

them. ' 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals refused the FBI agents’ 
request to dismiss the suit by Judi 
Bari and Daryl Chemey. The court 
said the claims in the suit, if prov¬ 
en, would show violations of their 
rights. 

Bari and Chemey were driving 
through Oakland in May 1990 on a 
recruiting trip for an Earth First 
anti-logging protest when a pipe 
bomb loaded with nails exploded in 
Bari’s car. Bari’s pelvis was

In their lawsuit. Ban and Cher- 
ney said the FBI had known they 
were innocent but treated them as 
suspects and was responsible for 

their unfounded arrests and 
searches and slanderous state- 
*d)out them. The goal was to 
tarnish their organization and de¬ 
ter their protests, they said. 

They also said the FBI had nev¬ 
er seriously investigated the bomb¬ 
ing or the numerous threats they 


re¬ 
ported falsely that it had been be¬ 
hind the seat and in clear view. 

If the suit’s allegation is correct, 
Rymer said, no reasonable law en¬ 
forcement officer would have be¬ 
lieved that there were grounds to 
arrest Bari and Chemey or to give 
police information for a search 
warrant. 

The suit also said the FBI 
agents had conducted baseless in¬ 
vestigations of other Earth First 
members,. and had taken advan¬ 
tage of the bombing to portray the 
organization as violent and lawless. 
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Those allegations, if proved, 
could show that the agents intend¬ 
ed to interfere with the activists’ 
"rights to demonstrate and com¬ 
municate their message about the 
environment,” Rymer wrote. 

The ruling allows pretrial pro¬ 
ceedings in the suit to continue.

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Piercy’s Sinister 
Land Scam

Lynette Hulsey’s health was failing in 1995, the med- 
cal bilk piling up. At age 60* the strokes that had partial¬ 
ly paralyzed her and left her speech distorted seemed to 
Icome more frequently. Her long-time partner, best friend 
land confidant, John Hockett, was having his own health 
Problems that year, compounding the financial burden, 
The couple was in a bind and it was time for some tough 
decisions. 

Lynette and John were living on a 47-acre ridgetop 
above the little hamlet of Piercy the northernmost town 
in Mendocino County, about half way between 
Laytonville and GarbetviMe off Highway 101, Lynette 
had purchased the property in 1981 for it's 180° view of 
the Ed River below, the mature second growth of Fir and 
hardwood, and the year-round creek whose source just 
above the cabin provided unlimited gravity flow water. It 
was an idyllic setting and Lynette planned to live out her 
life there. But her and John's deteriorating health 
changed all that, and in September of *95 she decided to 
sell her little piece of Eden and move to a house John 
owns in Eureka to be closer to the doctors and pay some 
of the bills. 

Lynette and John, like many people these days, want 
to leave their land in the hands of people who will care 
for it, nourish it With great care they finally picked the 
realtor to list Lynette's property. Chris Brannon of 
Garberville’s Madroue Realty won the contract because 
of his alleged environmentalist credentials, the key word 
being alleged, Brannon displays a large Earth Flag over 
his office and has planted trees around Garberville, a 
wise business decision indeed in the birthplace of 
Redwood Summer. Brannon talked the talk with John 
and Lynette but his subsequent actions revealed it to be 
just that: talk. John now realizes he was naive to be taken 


in by Brannon. He now laments, “This sounds corny to 
me now. I thought he was an environmentalist That i$ 
the reason we picked him to Ust the property* The first 
conversation with him was about what the restrictions on 
any sales were to be — that if someone was a logger, or 
was to provide access for logging or commercial devel¬ 
opment like these five-acre subdivisions, we weren't 
going to sell to anyone who was going to do that 
Unfortunately, we're too trusting of people; it wasn’t put 
in writing," 

Chris Brannon toured Lynette's property with John 
and they talked about the benefits of logging, John made 
it clear that neither he nor Lynette were against sustained 
yield logging but were adamantly opposed to clearcut- 
tiog. "Brannon represented himself as an environmental 
person," said John. "I thought I knew him, that he was a 
friend. It was only later I found out he hangs out with 
John Campbell (manager of Pacific Lumber under corp¬ 
orate raider Charles Hurwitz) and people like that. 
Brannon is basically a politician on the rise” 

Lynette wanted $160,000 for her 47-acres, but 
Brannon insisted $90,000 was the most site could get, 
and that's the figure he listed it at, despite John and 
Lynette's protests. They had quite a few offers, all sub¬ 
stantially less then tire fire sale $90,000 listing, as people 
sought to take advantage of the seller's ill health. 

February 12, 1996 John first heard the name Doyle 
Lancaster. He was taking a shower when Chris Brannon 


stuck his head in the bathroom window of the house Joltn 


shares with Lynette on her 47 acres. Brannon announced, 
“I've got $70,000 cash for Lynette’s land.” John was an¬ 
noyed not only by the intrusion on his privacy but by the 
ridiculously low offer. John told the realtor that Lynette 
would never go for it, but Brannon was insistent, saying, 
“Well, run it by her. It’s cash. You'll have it in ten days.” 
Brannon said the buyer's name was Doyle Lancaster and 
that he "wanted to build a homestead for his family.” 

Over the next week Chris Brannon kept up the pres¬ 
sure. “He was literally beating our door down,” said 
John, who finally agreed to stop by Brannon’s office to 
talk about it. “Brannon got Gladys Lancaster, Doyle’s 
wife on the phone and they started negotiating. They 
were badgering me. 1 didn't feel comfortable with the 
situation and should have just walked out the door but I 
didn't. I stayed there and talked to them. Chris wanted 
me to sign a tentative agreement on a price and take it Up 
to Lynette and show it to her, I did sign this paper but l 
didn't realize that their whole angle was to try to get 
anyone's signature on anything so they could try and 
close the deal, even without Lynette. So I signed the pa¬ 
per and said, Tm not really the owner; you have to get 
the owner to sign this.' Brannon knew this, that Lynette 
was the sole owner of the property. He had looked it Up 
on the tax assessor's microfilm die first day when we 
listed the property. I was there and saw him do it It says 
Lynette Hulsey, a single woman, sole owner. So he knew 


from day one. Later on he claimed not to have known 
that and denied ever talking to us about not logging or 
developing the land." 

After signing the tentative agreement on price, John 
moved on to a doctor's appointment and then went back 
to check on Lynette. She was showing all the signs of 
having had a stroke in his absence. John rushed her down 
to the emergency room at Redwood Rural Health Center. 
While the couple was there, Chris Brannon walked in 
and announced for all to hear, “You’re rich! You'll have 
$70,000 in a few days and $15,000 later." John was 
dumbfounded that Brannon would announce their busi¬ 
ness not only in public but in a place where Lynette had 
been taken because she was ill. “Wait a minute,” John 
objected, “You can't do that. Lynette has to review the 
offer and sign off on it. It’s her property, not mine.’* 
Brannon informed John the deal was in escrow and then 
asked, as if John were a co-conspirator* “Do you think 
we'll have a problem getting her signature?" 

That night John told Lynette all that had transpired. 
As sick as she was Lynette was furious, as was John. The 
next day they wrote a letter to Brannon to put him on no¬ 
tice that the deal wasn’t going to happen because Lynette 
hadn’t agreed to it, and would never agree to any deal 
without a timber clause to prevent the land being 
clearcut. Up to this point the couple still thought Doyle 
Lancaster to be just as Brannon had represented him — a 
family man looking for a place to homestead. But some¬ 
thing John remembered Brannon saying, that Lancaster 
had to go to a road meeting in the McCoy Creek area, 
stuck in John’s mind. If Lancaster wanted to homestead 
Lynette's property why was he building roads in McCoy 
Creek? John started asking around and soon discovered 
Doyle Lancaster to be one of the most notorious anti-en¬ 
vironment gyppo loggers in Mendocino and Humboldt 
Counties. Lancaster was clearcutting 200 acres of virgin 
fir in the headwaters of McCoy Creek* right to the wa¬ 
ter’s edge, and the whole neighborhood was up in arms 
about it, "I had it confirmed that not only was Lancaster 
a logger," said John, “he was a bad logger at that. 
Everyone was upset with him, even other loggers. A log¬ 
ger I'm friendly with told me Lancaster’s cuts leave not 
even a blade of grass standing. This was, from another 
logger and he was sickened by it." 
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Doyfe Lancaster, with the help of Chris Brannon, un¬ 
successfully sued John and Lynette for breach of con¬ 
tract. The litigation lasted over a year, being delayed 
numerous times because of John and Lynetted deter¬ 
iorating health. During the trial Lancaster's lawyers ac¬ 
cused the pair of faking their well documented health 
problems. Madrone Realty's Chris Brannon also jumped 
on the blame-the-victims bandwagon, one time telling 
John, ‘‘Lancaster doesn't care about your health prob¬ 
lems, he doesn't care If it kills you both." 

‘That is probably the first true thing Chris Brannon 
has said to me,” said John Hockett, adding that Brannon 
has been slandering him, calling him an 
“environmentalist phony” 

But it got a lot worse than slander real fast.

Redwood Terrorists

Lawsuits can lead to many unexpected places — not 
just for the person being sued* but for those suing. The 
civil suit brought by gyppo logger Doyle Lancaster* with 
the help of Garberville realtor Chris Brannan, against 
Lynette Hulsey and John Hockett for breach of contract 
has led many places, from the top management of Pacific 
Lumber Company to the nether world of white 
supremacists and neo-Nazis. You could say that 
Lancaster** unsuccessful lawsuit against Hulsey and 
Hockett ended in the sewer. You would be just as correct 
to say it started there. 


The court trial was scheduled for February of this 
year, Judge Conrad Cox presiding in Mendocino 
County’s Superior Court. Hockett and Hulsey acted as 
their own attorneys, going up against the Lancaster’s 
Tom Becker of the Harland Law Firm, a high-powered 
Eureka outfit that often represents the Pacific Lumber 
Company. It wasn’t until a week before trial that Hockett 
and Hulsey secured the services of Jamie Rose of 
Eureka, making their year-long struggle for discovery, 
interrogatories and pretrial motions all the more remark¬ 
able in that they did it themselves as lay people, in pro 
per, against an experienced attorney backed up by a law 
firm and corporate money. 

In December of 1996, Hockett and Hulsey, through 
the discovery process, obtained a document from Fidelity 
National Title addressed to John Warren of the Harland 
Law Firm that showed that Doyle and Gladys Lancaster 
had acquired three properties immediately adjacent to 
Hul$ey*$ land outside Piercy in northern Mendocino 


Comity In June of 1996. The Lancasters had sold the 
three properties to Pacific Lumber for a total of $911,000 
through a complicated double escrow with Pacific 
Lumber as guarantor of Lancaster’s loans. (Lancaster de¬ 
clared bankruptcy in 1991 to escape a judgment for a fuel 
oil spill on Lost Man Creek. He has made a remarkable 
comeback.) Lancaster was also the front for the attempt 
to purchase of Hulsey’s land, again with a double 
escrow, that would convey title to Pacific Lumber. 
Lancaster was also trying to buy 1200 acres over the 
ridge behind Hulsey’s property, but when she and 
Hockett caught on to the PL/Lancastei scheme that deal 
fell apart. Hulsey and Hockett refused to sell. 

Hulsey’s 47 acres Ues in the path to the more than 
2,000 acres of heavily timbered land Pacific Lumber is 
trying to acquire through Lancaster’s ruse of wanting the 
land to establish “a homestead for his family.” This is 
what Lancaster testified to in court, under oath, adding 
he wanted Hulsey’s land to "build his dream house,” Yet 
five days ear lie Lancaster, through his lawyer Tom 
Becker, offered to drop the lawsuit if Hulsey would give 
him unlimited access for Jogging through her property. 
The only road to the timber behind Hulsey and Hockett’s 
place runs through Hulsey’s property, and although the 
parcels behind Hulsey’s have deeded access it is for per¬ 
sonal ingress and egress only, not for commercial pur¬ 
poses. Pacific Lumber and Doyle Lancaster cannot haul 
out the timber on the lush 2,000 acres without Lynette 
Hulsey’s permission —- permission she would never 
grant for the kind of rape and pillage logging Doyle 
Lancaster is infamous for. Lancaster had already clear cut 
40 acres near Hulsey’s property last year, hauling out 


more than 200 loads of logs out out over Hockett’s and ]_ 

Hulsey’s rood, tearing it up and cutting their waterline in 
die process. Recalls Hockett, “We were going to sue him 
for trespassing, but he had already hauled them all out. 

It’s after the fact and the damage is done.” 

Pacific Lumber Company listed John Snead, Rick 
Gromer and PL General Manager John Campbell as the 
PL executives involved in the Lancaster deal but refused 
to provide the actual contracts, saying jin a letter to 
Hockett’s and Hulsey’s attorney Rose, "The actual con¬ 
tracts with Pacific Lumber Company regarding this in¬ 
formation is proprietary and confidential. While the 
Lancasters have negotiated with Pacific Lumber 
Company, the Lancasters do not have any documents 
signal by Pacific Lumber Compaity.” 

But Doyle Lancaster’s plans for the 1200 acres ap¬ 
parently went far beyond buying them for Pacific 
Lumber so he could have the contract to log them, John 
Hockett claims to have had a map showing a subdivision 
Lancaster was planning for the 1200 acres. That map 
never made it to court; it was stolen just as the trial was 
to get under way. 

On January 28,1997, John Hockett sent his son up to 
Hulsey’s property to get the map and other documents 
needed for trial. By this time Hockett and Hulsey had 
moved out of their idyllic homestead above Piercy out of 
concern for their safety. They had stored most of their 
possessions in a barn and storage container on Hulsey's 
property. On his errand to retrieve the map of Lancaster’s 
proposed subdivision, Hockett’s son discovered that the 
side of the bam had been smashed in and that two safes 
containing the maps and documents were gone, The stor¬ 
age container also had been broken into; what the thieves 
didn’t take they destroyed. A piano and desk lay exposed 
to the winter rains, maliciously broken up almost beyond 
recognition. Hockett’s extensive art collection was 
ground into the mud, jewelry cases lie broken and crum¬ 
pled (Hockett and Huhey are jewelers), and their per¬ 
sonal belongings were strewn all about. All the docu¬ 
ments relating to the court case, including the map stored 
there, were gone, as were over 2,000 items of value. The 
bold thefts and gratuitous destruction of their property 
shocked and frightened Hockett and Huhey. 

Hockett and Hulsey immediately called the 
Mendocino County Sheriff Department, but it was a 
week before a deputy showed up to take their report. 

Meanwhile their trial with Doyle Lancaster had started. 

Doyle Lancaster, the clan’s patriarch, testified that he 
had been a logger for 40 years and that he was in the 
business of buying land, logging it, and then selling it. 

But, Lancaster said, his purpose for attempting to buy 
Hulsey’s land was to build his dream house. He testified 
that he had no other purpose in mind for the property. 

Hockett and Hulsey of course couldn’t produce the stolen 
map showing Lancaster’s subdivision plans — plans that 
hinged on acquiring Hulsey’s 47 acres <—* and Lancaster 
won that point although he lost the suit. Judge Cox ruled 
that Hulsey was the sole owner of the property and that 
even though Hockett had signed a tentative offer to sell 
the property he was not acting as Hulsey's agent. Hulsey 
had to sign the contract herself and she hadn't. End of 
case. Lancaster’s attorney immediately filed to vacate the 
judgment and this time Judge Cox refused with a terse 
one-line denial. Lancaster is expected to appeal. 

Eventually Mendocino County Sheriff ( Deputy Joey 
DeMarco called Hockett and Hulsey, hopelessly lost try¬ 
ing to find the property. Hockett offered to meet the 
deputy to lead him up to the hill but the deputy refused, 
wanting only directions. Hockett was a little upset at the 
deputy’s bullheadedness, afraid he would get lost again 
and give up, and since Hockett wasn’t feeling well that 
day, called a neighbor to drive down the hill and meet the 
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deputy coming up. The neighbor found Deputy DeMarco 
talking to four people at the bottom of Hulsey*s property 
who were identified os Max Lennon?, Jennifer Pol ace k, 
Kim Shacffcr and Peter Van Cleese. None of the four 


was known to Hockett and Hulsey at the time and were 
in fact trespassing on the Hulsey property when Deputy 
DeMarco discovered them. 


These four persons become central to the break-in 
and theft at Hockett and Hulsey's bam. 

John Hockett and Deputy DeMarco finally hooked up 
and, together, they went up to the scene of the crime. 
Hockett picks tip die story: 

“One of the things that really irritated me about 
DeMarco was that there was a boot print, a logging-type 
boot print, in the mud. I showed it to him and he inten¬ 


tionally stepped right on it, destroying the evidence. I 
wasn't too thrilled about him investigating the case after 
that. He then went upstairs to the loft of the barn, it had 
been totally ransacked, and he found a sleeping bag lay* 
ing on an old couch. DeMarco said it looked like a 
homeless person had been staying there and that most 
likely a homeless person had ripped us off. Like a home¬ 
less person had packed off three U-Haul truckloads of 
stuff — that's what we had in there — and two very 
targe safes. One safe weighed 2,000 pounds, the other 
8,000 pounds. DeMarco thought a homeless person was 
going to haul off 10,000 pounds of iron! That was his 
theory. There were two sets of dual tire tracks that could 
still be seen — it had been raining *— and the side of the 
bam had been smashed in and the safes removed, they 
didn't even bother to break down the doors. It was obvi¬ 
ous heavy equipment was used and Lancaster had a crew 
working just up the road. DeMarco didn't seem interest¬ 
ed, and I don’t know if he ever did go up to talk to 
Lancaster and Ids crew. 


“A couple of days later DeMarco called me and said 
there wasn’t much he could do about the case but that he 
would check it out. I asked about his report and he told 
me 4 my report’s done.* 

U I then put out a flyer. I told the Sheriff’s department, 
if you’re not going to investigate this I would. I offered a 
$2,500 reward and listed some of the stolen property, 
along with Deputy DeMarco’s name and number as the 
investigating officer and my name and number* Maybe 
the flyer was a bad Idea, I don’t know, but it worked. 
DeMarco sure thought it was a bad idea. He called me up 
at 10:30 at night and raked me over the coals about it 
’How could you publish my name in a flyer?* DeMarco 
demanded. ‘You can’t do that; It’s against policy. I don’t 
want these criminals coming after me.’ I told DeMarco 
he was in the wrong line of work if he was worried about 
criminals coming after him. First he said it was a home¬ 
less person packing our stuff off in a backpack and now 
it’s criminals and I had endangered hint. He was really 
nasty, not nice about it at all. I told him no one had told 
me not to put out wanted posters. He was furious. He 
said I blew it and that my case was over and I’d never 
hear anything.” 

It is against policy for Sheriffs deputies to be associ¬ 
ated with rewards* unless of course it’s the Governor of¬ 
fering them, as was the case with Bear Lincoln. The less 
than intrepid deputy DeMarco was unavailable for com* 
ment before press deadline. 

The next day an anonymous caller took Hockett up 
on the reward offer. A code number was arranged so the 
tipster could identify himself among other potential tip¬ 
sters. Over the next three days. Hockett learned that 
stolen safes were at the Oibin Lumber Company mill in 
Carlotta, right across the road from Pacific Lumber's 
Carlotta mill. The anonymous calter also identified one 
Marc Broussard as one of the persons responsible for the 
thefts. During this time the Mendocino County Sheriffs 


Department pulled deputy DeMarco off the case at 2 

Hockett*s insistence and assigned detective Darrel 
Forester, an experienced investigator. Hockett advised 
Foies ter of the tip off as to the whereabouts of the stolen 
safes and asked the detective to accompany him to the 
Carlotta mill* “At least with Forester he called me back ” 
said Hockett. “He was truly interested in the case but 
couldn’t tell me when he would be able to go to Carlotta 
with me. So I went alone.” 

At the Orbin Lumber Company mill Hockett found 
his two safes, battered almost beyond recognition with 
their doors gone. The safes had been picked up with a 
crane and repeatedly dropped onto a concrete slab and 
cut open with a blowtorch. Hockett left and called the 
Sheriff's departments of both Mendocino and Humboldt 
County, but could not get a commitment to get a deputy 
to go to the mill with him, so the next day he returned, 
again alone. 

Hockett didn’t seem to realize at this point how dan¬ 
gerous a set of thieves and thugs he’d stumbled upon. 

Hockett got there just in time. Workers were prepar¬ 
ing to move the safes, to recycle them for scrap, they 
said. Hockett identified himself and told the workers the 
safes were stolen property, evidence in a crime, and not 
to touch diem. The reaction of most the mill workers was 
hostile. “They told me I was trespassing and threatened 
my life,” said Hockett. “A man identified himself as 
Shannon Ewonsky and said he was in charge of the mill, 
the foreman. He told me to get the hell out of there right 
now, that l could be shot for coming around there.” 

Hockett stood his ground, reiterating they were his safes 
and evidence in a crime. Ewonsky became sarcastic, 
asking Hockett “What are those safes made out of?” 

“They seemed to know a lot more then they were admit¬ 
ting.” remembers Hockett. “I asked Ewonsky if he knew 
Lancaster or Broussard and he denied knowing them, but 
a couple of workers said they knew Broussard and that 
he was in jail." As Hockett w as leaving another worker 
told him privately that a man named Max Lennons had 
been coming around the mill a lot and burning papers in 
the teepee burner. 

Hockett came back again the next day, this time with 
Gaxbervilte Private Investigator Gary Holder, and took 
pictures of the battered safes. Ewonsky remained hostile, 
refusing to give his name to the investigator, but again 
the name Max Lennons came up. Hockett and Holder 
asked around in town about Lennons and soon discov¬ 
ered what Holder already knew from his years as a 
Humboldt County Sheriffs Deputy: that Lennons had 
quite a reputation as a thief and all-round drug. A woman 
told them she was sure Lennons had burglarized her 
house and to drive up the road and “look for the mark of 
the beast” 

At 6662 Rohnerville Road a sign on the gate read, “If 
you come in here, you will have to dead with Max 
Lennons* and you will be dealt with harshly.” At the 
home they found Jennifer Polacek, a young girl of 18 
who looked as if she had been recently beaten up. 

Polacek denied Lennons was home but she did give 
Hockett and the PI Lennons’ phone number. 

Back when deputy DeMarco first came out to take a 
report of the burglary on the Hockett*Hulsey property, he 
encountered four people trespassing on Hulsey’s land: 

Max Lennons, Jennifer Polacelc, Kim Shaeffer and a man 
who identified himself as Peter Van Cleese. But Peter 
Van Cleese is a Humboldt County Probation Officer and 
definitely was not there that day. Van Cleese has one 
probationer in Mendocino County, David Lancaster, son 
of Doyle. (Long-time AVA readers will recall that David 
Lancaster is the heroic young man who in 1989 punched 
SO year old Mem Hill in the nose at an Barth Find 
demonstration at a Lancaster logging job in Whitethorn. 
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David Lancaster was in his early 20s at the time and his 
punch broke Mem Hill’s nose. The Mendocino authori¬ 
ties refused to prosecute Lancaster * but Hill successfully 
sued and recovered civil damages from Lancaster*) 

When Hockctt and Hulsey’s bam was broken into 
only two other people, to their knowledge, knew of the 
bain’s contents: Chris Brannan the realtor and Doyle 
Lancaster, the would-be buyer. 

Armed with Max Lennons* phone number, John 
Hockett began repeatedly calling Lennons, After a week 
of trying, Lennons finally agreed to talk to Hockett. The 
first thing Hockett asked was if Lennons knew Dave 
Lancaster. Lennons told Hockett that the Lancasters were 
his good friends and that he had worked for them for 
years, Hockett told Lennons if he were just to return the 
stolen property the police wouldn't be involved and he 
would let the matter drop. Lennons said he would think 
about it and get back to Hockett. A few days later 
Lennons called to say he would return some of the stolen 
property but that he wanted to do a diy run first and 
asked Hockett to meet him on the Avenue of the Giants, 
halfway between Eureka and Gaiberville. Hockett re¬ 
fused, He knew through a friend that Lennons had been 
in the Gafbeiville area asking about him and he smelled a 
trap. That same day a worker from the Orbin Mill called 
to say Max Lennons, Marc Broussard and mill foreman 
Shannon Ewonsky were the ones who had used the mill 
crane to break open the safes, dropping them over 30 
times onto the concrete. He said another man, Randy 
Lyons, was also present when the safes were finally 
busted open. 

Hockett talked to Lennons a few more times over the 
next two days, trying to arrange the safe return of his and 
Hulsey’s property, but then Lennons was arrested on an 
unrelated warrant. 

The department of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
has raided Lennons home in the past and had discovered 
what they described as a bomb factory that included 
dynamite, blasting caps, fuses, and chemicals used to 
manufacture explosives. Lennons has a tong criminal his¬ 
tory that includes weapons, thefts and explosives 
convictions. 

Hockett took advantage of Lennons* arrest to return 
to Lennons* house with yet another PI. This time Jennifer 
Polacek agreed to let them look around the yard though 
she denied them permission to enter the house. There in 
plain sight Hockett found a lunch box his mother had 
given him when he was just out of school and starting his 
working life. On the handle was engraved JOHN HO. 
Hockett explained he was late for work when his mother 
was putting his name on the new lunch box all those 
years ago and bis mother had never gotten around to fin¬ 
ishing the job of spelling out Hockett 

Hockett called the Humboldt County Sheriffs 
Department. They immediately dispatched a deputy to 
guard the site until a search warrant could be obtained. 
Eight hours later, armed with a warrant, Hockett and the 
Humboldt County authorities entered Max Lennons* 
house. During a four and a half hour search they recov¬ 
ered 200 items belonging to Hockett and Hulsey, about 
one tenth of the property boldly stolen from them. 
Throughout the bouse was Nazi paraphernalia, including 
a large flag featuring a swastika beneath which was a 
kind of shrine containing seven photos bracketed by 
skulls festooned with Nazi emblems. A deputy identified 
the persons in the pictures to Hockett as being Lennons’ 
partners in crime. The seven were Dave Fontaine, Marc 
Broussard, Max Lennons, Jennifer Polacek, Kim 
Shaeffer, George Brooks Jr and Randy Lyons. 
Throughout the house, on walls and tables and stacked in 
boxes, were hundreds of photos of Lennons and his co¬ 
horts in various logging scenes posed with giant old 


growth redwood trees. There were also boxes of newspa- 3 

per clippings, flyers and pictures of Judi Bari and Barth 
First!, including many articles about the bombing of Bari 
and Darryl Cherney in Oakland on May 24,1990. 

While the police and Hockett were searching 
Lennons’ house, Dave Fontaine of Nazi shrine fame 
called. “The sheriffs actually seemed afraid of him,” 

Hockett says. “I could see fear in the deputies' eyes,” 

The deputies warned Hockett that while Max Lennons 
was a pretty crazy guy, Dave Fontaine was truly danger¬ 
ous. “Don't talk to that guy and never turn your back on 
hint,” was how a deputy put it to Hockett. 

Dave Fontaine is known around Humboldt County as 
a militant white supremacist who answers to the name of 
“Ghost.” People have since warned Hockett that ’’Ghost" 
is looking to “Wow him away,” and on at least two occa¬ 
sions Hockett has spotted Fontaine following him. 

Hockett says he has also been trailed by Doyle Lancaster. 

The day after the March search of Lennons' house, 

Dave “Ghost” Fontaine was observed by Hockett remov¬ 
ing boxes of photographs. “Ghost looked at me like, Tm 
going to kill you.* That’s the only way I could describe 
it,” said Hockett. “I took it very seriously.** 

Max Lennons and Marc Broussard are in jail on 
grand theft and receiving stolen property charges as well 
as weapons charges. None of the others, including 
Shannon Ewonsky, have been charged. All are believed 
to have ties to the white supremacist/Christian identity 
movement— and possibly the Aryan Nations — and are 
believed to be involved in the meth&mphetaraine trade. 

In a related development, David Roberts of Myers 
Flat was arrested on March 20,1991, in the company of 
two Mexican nationals, Francisco Alvarez and Rafael 
Mendoza, by agents of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration. Roberts* a former Phoenix, Arizona, po¬ 
lice officer, is believed to be the major distributor of 
crank for the Mexican Mafia in Northern California. 

Besides the four pounds of methamphetamine found by 
the agents at Roberts' place in Myers Flat were some of 
John Hockett and Lynette Hulsey's stolen property. The 
Aryan Brotherhood, a California prison gang with close 
ties to the Aryan Nations, is known to act as enforcers for 
the Mexican Mafia and have been implicated in a number 
of unsolved murders in the Pacific Northwest. W

The lawsuit Darryl Cherney 
and the late Judi Bari filed 
against the FBI and the Oakland 
Police long has been a pro¬ 
gressive cause celebre, but since 
Sept 11 it has also become a 
rallying point for activists an¬ 
gered by governmental intrusion 
upon civil liberties in the name 
of security.

“I haven’t 
been involved in Earth First in 
10 years, but I’m involved now 
because it’s a justice issue — 
what happened Just isn’t right.” 

East Bay resident Karen 
Pickett agreed. “Now is a time 
for people to get clear on what 
their civil rights are," she said, 
adding Bari from the start saw 
this lawsuit as a bigger issue of 
exposing government’s en¬ 
croachment on free political ex¬ 
pression. “It’s about all those 
other people, all those other 
parts of our movement. Now is 
the time for solidarity." 

The trial is scheduled to last 
six weeks, with up to about 100 
potential witnesses.

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Activist sings protest 
at FBI bomb trial

OAKLAND — Environmental ac¬ 
tivist Darryl Cherney belted out his 
protest song “Spike a Tree for 
Jesus” in federal court Tuedsay j 
during the civil trial of Oakland po¬ 
lice and FBI agents who he and the 
late Judi Bari claim framed them 
for a 1990 bomb blast. 

“(W)hen I think of the cross he 
was nailed to/ And the tree that was 
logged for the wood/ I realize ’twas 
the loggers killed Jesus/ And it’s 
time that we got them back good,” 

the Earth First activist sang from 
the witness stand as he strummed a 
guitar. 

Cherney apparently meant the 
song to demonstrate a lighthearted- 
yet-dedicated approach he and Bari 
took in raising awareness about the 
timber industry’s felling of 
Northern California redwoods. In¬ 
stead it seemed to undermine 
hours of testimony he had just 
given about the duo’s commitment 
to nonviolence and renunciation of 
tree-spiking, a practice which can 
maim or kill loggers. 

Most jurors’ initial bemused 
smiles faded to poker faces or 
scowls as Cherney sang. 

Cherney and Bari — who died of 
cancer in 1997 — have sued nine 
current or former Oakland Police 
officers and FBI agents who they 
claim framed them for knowingly 
possessing a bomb which shattered 
their car May 24, 1990 in Oakland. 
The authorities aimed to discredit 
and disrupt Earth First, they say. 
Prosecutors later cited insufficient 

i evidence to charge, the activists, 
and no other arrests were ever 
made. Some courtroom ob¬ 
servers wept as Cherney de¬ 
scribed the blast. 

“There was a crack, a noise, 

a loud sound and my head 
started to ring — it was a 
sltar in my head, he said. Re- 
ality was just suddenly com¬ 


pletely altered. . . I have this 
vague recollection of the car 
bouncing around.” 

He was too stunned to realize 
what had happened at first, he 
said. “Then two kids came run¬ 
ning toward the car with their 
hands waving, saying ‘It’s a 
bomb, it’s a bomb,’ ” he said. 
“That’s when it clicked in my 
mind that someone had tried to 
make good on one of those 
death threats.” 

He and Bari had received 
several such threats by then, he 
said. The pair had been organ¬ 
izing protests against the timber 
industry in Humboldt and Men¬ 
docino counties for years, and 
Cherney said even some loggers 
and mill workers had joined 
their movement, believing com¬ 
panies’ greedy harvesting prac¬ 
tices soon would leave such 
workers jobless. 

Legal pressure and a media 
barrage after their arrests kept 
them from effectively carrying 
out the series of protests they’d 
planned for that summer, 
Cherney said, adding both he 
and Bari lived in fear ever after. 

“There’s still a bomber out 
there and I’m very scared of that 
—: there’s someone who tried to 
kill us,” he said. “It feels like the 
defendants gave anybody who 
would do harm to environmen¬ 
talists the green light to go out 
and try again.” 

He and Bari had resolved to 
make their “Redwood Summer” 
protests strictly nonviolent, 
based on the Mississippi 
Summer activism of 1960s civil 
rights movement, he said. 

“Tree-spiking and sabotage 
j in general had no part in any- 
j thing we were doing, in the field 
| or anywhere else,” he said, 
j adding Earth First had a reputa- 
; tion for these things but never 
| actually did them in California. 

Cherney acknowledged telling 
! the television news program “60 
1 Minutes” in 1990 that if he ever 
became terminally ill, he might 
strap explosives to himself and 
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blow up a dam or a timber corn- 
pany’s headquarters. “As I was 
saying it, I realized what a 
stupid thing it was — I regretted 
it immediately,” he said. 

Cherney said he wrote songs 
about tree spiking and sabotage 
“to shock people into aware¬ 
ness” about the forests’ plight. 
He acknowledged saying equip¬ 
ment sabotage could be a valid 
way to protect forests, but in¬ 
sisted he and Bari didn’t allow it 
on their watch. 

Chemey’s attorney, Dennis 
Cunningham, later asked him to 
sing a song representing those 
he and Bari used to sing, and 
Cherney chose “Spike a Tree for 
Jesus.”

Defense makes its 
opening statements

A federal attorney told a jury 
yesterday that FBI agents did not 
violate the civil rights of two 
Earth First organizers in a car 
bombing investigation 12 years 
ago. 

These are “six dedicated public 
servants whose job was to protect 
us from terrorism/’ Justice De¬ 
partment lawyer Joseph Sher said 
of the agents in his opening state¬ 
ment at a trial in U.S. District 
Court in Oakland. The govern¬ 
ment publicly outlined its case for 
the first time yesterday. 

The agents — most of whom 
are now retired — and three cur¬ 
rent and former Oakland police 
officers are accused in a lawsuit of 


violating the civil rights of Judi 
Bari and Darryl Cherney, who 
were injured by the blast in May 
1990 as they drove along Park 
Boulevard in Oakland. 

The lawsuit, filed in 1991, ac¬ 
cuses agents and police of illegal 
search and seizure and of violat¬ 
ing Bari’s and Cherney’s free 
speech rights by implicating them 
in the bombing despite evidence 
that they were innocent. Charges 
were never filed against the two. 
Bari died of cancer in 1997, but 
the suit continues through her 
estate and her daughters. 

Although he did not specifical¬ 
ly refer to the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks, Sher emphasized the ex¬ 
pertise and dedication of the six 
FBI agents who were members of 
the counterterrorism squad in 
Northern California. He noted 
how members were involved in 
the Unabom investigation and 
were involved in protecting the 
country from potential terrorist 

attacks during the time leading 
up to the Gulf War. 

In her opening statement. As¬ 
sistant City Attorney Maria Bee 
said the Oakland officers operated 
on the best knowledge and evi¬ 
dence available and relied on the 
expertise of the FBI in matters 
dealing with explosives and ter¬ 
rorism. 

Dennis Cunningham, the lead 
attorney for Bari’s estate and 
Cherney, presented his opening 
remarks on Tuesday, saying that* 
the FBI “framed Judi and Darryl” 
and that Oakland police were at 
first “duped” by the FBI and later 
became “willing participants.” 

“The bombs struck at them 
and then the law enforcement 
struck at them; when (Bari) didn’t 
die, they did a character assassina¬ 
tion,” Cunningham said.

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Trial to plumb mystery 
of Earth First bombing

The case seems to have as 
many conspiracy theories as the 
Kennedy assassination: 

On May 24, 1990, Earth First 
environmentalists Judi Bari and 
Darryl Cherney were on their way 
to Santa Cruz to promote the pro¬ 
tection of ancient redwoods, 
when all of a sudden a nail- 
studded bomb under the front 
seat of Bari's Subaru station wag¬ 
on exploded. 

- The blast maimed Bari, injured 
Cherney, besmirched their repu¬ 
tations and discredited Earth 
First, leaving a cloud over the 
environmental movement - and 
a t~ail of questions that to this day 

i 

have never been answered. 

Were Bari and Cherney “eco- 
terrorists” — as police first be¬ 
lieved — who inadvertently ex¬ 
ploded their own bomb? 

Or did someone try to assassi¬ 
nate these activists because they 
were a threat to timber interests 

and others in California's North 
Coast? 

Or was it something else? 

Starting tomorrow, a federal ju¬ 
ry in Oakland will try to find the 
truth in a six-week trial to resolve 
a lawsuit in which the pair have 
accused the FBI and Oakland po¬ 
lice of violating their civil rights. 

Before Judge Claudia Wilken, 
lawyers for Earth First will argue 

that investigators violated the 
pair's rights by ignoring the evi¬ 
dence and treating them as terror¬ 
ists. The attorneys will get their 
first chance to, publicly interro¬ 
gate police and FBI officers.who 
allegedly impugned Bari, Cher- 
j ney and their movement through 
I their biased, sloppy work, 
i “All we want is the truth. This 
; is not about money or guilt, 

; Cherney said last week. “It's about 
; justice. That can only come from 
; proving that the FBI smeared us 


personally and used this terrorist- 
attack to discredit a movement. 
To this day, they consider us the* 
only suspects.” 

Attorneys defending law en¬ 
forcement say they also just want 
the truth, claiming in court pa¬ 
pers that Cherney's side is “long 
on arguments regarding conspira¬ 
cies and short on proof.” 

But the thousands of pages of 
documents that have been filed 
on the case seem to raise more 
questions than they answer. 

Bari and Cherney claim there 
was never a legitimate reason to 
consider Earth First a terrorist 
group and that the whole bomb¬ 
ing investigation was largely a po¬ 
litical ploy by the first Bush ad¬ 
ministration. 

But in court papers, lawyers for 

the FBI and the Oakland Police 

* 

Department argue that although 
the investigations may have been 
flawed, they had reason to suspect 
the activists and are not liable 
because they acted in good faith. 

The organization had gained no¬ 
toriety for advocating what it 
called nonviolent actions, which 
ranged from driving spikes into 
trees, in order to blunt chain saws, 
to toppling electrical transmission 
towers. 

The quest for redemption 
drove Bari until the end. Before 
she died of cancer in 1997, Bari 
made Cherney promise not to set¬ 
tle the case for money but to pur¬ 
sue it until victorious or defeated, 
Cherney said. 

Supporters have Spent years of 
grassroots fund raising to keep the 
case going, and dozens of volun¬ 
teers have donated time. A trial 

campaign headquarters in down¬ 
town Oakland, the walls decorat¬ 
ed with Earth First posters dating 
to the 1980s, draws dapper legal 
workers and scruffy activists. 

The day the bomb exploded, 
things were looking up for Cher¬ 
ney, Bari and their cause. The pair 
was busily organizing Redwood 
Summer, a series of peaceful oro- 
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tests against the destruction of 
old-growth forests. 

They had spent the previous 
night in Berkeley, where the hip¬ 
pie collective Seeds of Peace had 
agreed to help them feed the ex¬ 
pected volunteers. They soon set 
out for Santa Cruz. 

As they traveled on Park Boule¬ 
vard near Oakland High School, 
the bomb exploded. Equipped 
with a crude motion sensor, 
packed with potassium chlorate 
and aluminum powder and cov¬ 
ered with nails wrapped in duct 
tape, it ripped through the floor¬ 
boards. 

Cherney received minor inju¬ 
ries. Bari suffered a crushed pelvis 
and dislocated her back. Nerve 
damage paralyzed her right foot 
and permanently numbed her 
sexual organs. 

But her worst injury, she later 
said, was to her reputation. 

Oakland police at the scene 
were joined by FBI agents, who 
said Earth First was already under 
investigation for alleged terror¬ 
ism. While Bari was in intensive 
care at Highland Hospital, she 
and Cherney were arrested on fel¬ 
ony explosives charges. 

In search warrants, police as¬ 
serted that the explosive was on 
the car's back seat and must have 
been in plain view. They also 
claimed that a search of the car 
yielded a separate bag of nails 
identical to the bomb nails. 

But within days, the case start¬ 
ed to fall apart. The FBI later 
concluded that the bomb had 
been placed under the driver's 
seat and covered with a towel. And 
the nails didn't match. Those used 
in the bomb had round heads 
while the other nails had flat 
heads. 

Six days after the bombing, a 
Santa Rosa Press-Democrat re¬ 
porter received a letter taking re¬ 
sponsibility for the explosion. 

Signed “The Lord's Avenger," 
the letter said Bari was targeted 
for leading counterdemonstrators 
at an anti-abortion rally at Ukiah's 
Planned Parenthood office in 
1988. 

The letter's detailed descrip¬ 
tion of the car bomb and of a 
different pipe bomb found at a 
Louisiana Pacific mill in Clover- 


dale earlier that month was con- 
| firmed by the FBI. The letter's 
| author “had direct access to spe¬ 
cific information about both de¬ 
vices” that showed “close partici¬ 
pation ... with the bomb maker,“ , 
the FBI said. 

Six weeks after the bombing, 
Alameda County prosecutors 
dropped the charges against Bari 
and Cherney, citing insufficient 
evidence to secure a conviction. 

The FBI looked at the case for 
two more years until a spokesman 
finally admitted in 1993 that in¬ 
vestigators had “exhausted all the 
leads." 

Oakland police say their inves¬ 
tigation is not officially closed but 
remains “dormant." 

Meanwhile the bomber's trail 
has been cold for more than a 
decade, and neither the FBI nor 
Oakland police have apologized. 

“Someone almost killed me 
and ruined my life, and they think 
I should be satisfied with the find¬ 
ing I didn't bomb myself," Bari 
said in a 1993 interview. 

“The FBI helped cover the 
bomber's tracks," Cherney said. 
“Every day I live with the knowl¬ 
edge that no one has ever serious¬ 
ly tried to arrest the person re¬ 
sponsible for a bomb that could 
have killed me." 

Despite Bari's death and re¬ 
peated efforts by federal officials 
to have the case dismissed, the 
suit survives because it reveals dis¬ 
crepancies in the initial investiga¬ 
tion. 

For example, FBI agents later 
denied telling Oakland police the 
pair were terrorists, contradicting 
a sworn statement officers used to 
get a search warrant in 1990. 

In ruling that the case could go 
forward, several judges have criti¬ 
cized the investigation and denied 
officers and agents immunity. 

“The Department seemed to 
have no interest in investigating 
anybody except the people who 
were bombed," wrote Judge Ste¬ 
phen Reinhardt in a 1999 ruling 
that kept the suit alive. 

Bari died believing that she 
.and Cherney were victims of a 
conspiracy, but it remains to be 
seen whether the trial that sur¬ 
vives will tell the tale's end. 


“It's not a mistake: It was all a 
big lie," Cherney said last week. 
“The FBI never wanted to catch 
the bomber. They wanted to de¬ 
stroy Earth First.”

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Bari, Chemey civil trial 

begins in Oakland

* SAN FRANCISCO — Nearly 12 years 
after two environmentalists were injured 
by a car bomb, members of the FBI and 
Oakland Police Department will have to 
explain allegations that they mishandled 
the investigation. 

The trial, set to begin today, has been 
in the works since Earth First! activists 
Judi Bari and Darryl Cherney filed suit 
in 1991, charging false arrest, illegal 
search and seizure and conspiracy to vi¬ 
olate their free speech rights. Bari’s es¬ 
tate is now a party in the suit. She died 
of cancer in 1997. 
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Cherney said he believes the authori¬ 
ties used the May 1990 bombing to try 
to silence them. 

“Our lawsuit will hopefully increase 
public awareness so we can put pres¬ 
sure on our government so we can hold 
our FBI accountable,” Cherney said. “We 
are charging the FBI knew for a fact that 
we were innocent, and yet blamed us for 
bombing ourselves because of our polit¬ 
ical position as environmentalists.” 

The agencies said they did their job 
well. 

The Oakland Police Department had 
little experience with explosives and re¬ 
lied on the FBI for its expertise, said 
Oakland city attorney Karen Boyd. 

“We’re confident a jury, after listening 
to the facts, will conclude there were no 
constitutional violations of anyone’s 
rights," she said. “The officers did what 
they could to protect the welfare of the 
community, and they did their job in a 
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“Redwood Summer," a series of protests 
against the logging of old-growth red¬ 
wood forests. 

Earth First! has gained a reputation 
for sabotage; known as “monkey- 
wrenching, M including doing such things 
as driving spikes into trees to damage 
logging equipment. 

But Chemey said in its 22 years, 
Earth First! has never injured a human. 
And he said Northern California Earth 
First activists especially have a well- 
established code of nonviolence. 

“I have never engaged in an act of 
sabotage," he said. “In our bags in the 
car when we were arrested were freshly 
created documents for our nonviolent 
code and nonviolent training, including 
no destruction of property."

Final arguments 
give varied views

The two sides in the federal 
lawsuit over the investigation of 
the 1990 car bombing that injured 
two Earth First organizers in East 
Oakland offered jurors starkly dif¬ 
ferent views Friday of how well 
authorities did their job. 

“You’ve got to send a message 
that the lies and false claims in 
this case will never happen to 
someone else,” said J. Tony Serra, 
one of three attorneys for Darryl 
Cherney and the estate of the late 
activist Judi Bari. 

“The only evidence is that four 
honorable, experienced law en¬ 
forcement officers investigated 
criminal conduct,” said Joseph 
Sher, attorney for four FBI agents— 
“There is no other evidence.” 

—The -closing' arguments con~ 
eluded Friday in the six-week trial 
in federal court in Oakland, and 
the jury is scheduled to continue 
deliberating on Monday. 

Four FBI agents and three 
Oakland police officers are ac¬ 
cused in the suit of violating the 
civil rights of Cherney and Bari. 

The suit accuses the seven of 
false arrests, illegal searches, slan¬ 
derous statements and conspiracy. 
Eariier this week, \JS. District . 
Judge Claudia Wilken ruled that,

OAKLAND — FBI agents and Oakland 
Police officers reasonably believed two 
Earth First activists were hurt by their own 
bomb in a 1990 explosion, and had prob¬ 
able cause to arrest them and search their 
homes, government lawyers argued Friday. 

They said there Is no evidence that 
agents and officers conspired to frame Judi 

Barf and Darryl Cherney in order to smear 
their reputations and foil their political 
work. 

“Our purpose here is not to pass 
judgment on whether the investigation was 
perfect, whether everything was done that 
should have been done,” U,S. Justice De¬ 
partment lawyer R. Joseph Sher told ju¬ 
rors. “But don’t make these people who 
were there have to know everything before 
they do anything — that’s just not the way 

things work.” 

The six-week trial of a federal civil law¬ 
suit brought by Cherney and the late Bari, 
who died of cancer in 1997, concluded 
Friday with the. defendants’ closing argu¬ 
ments and a brief-rebuttal from an attorney 
for the activists. A jury of eight women and 
two - men -began -delil^rating Friday "after¬ 
noon and will continue Monday. 

Hours after a bomb shattered 
their car on May 24, 1990, the 
anti-logging activists were ar¬ 
rested and accused of being eco- 
terrorists who knowingly had 
transported the bomb. Prosecu¬

Four bomb experts who saw 
Bari’s car that day — only one 
of whom is a defendant in this 
“case —believed the bomb must 
have been in plain sight on the 
rear seat’s floorboards~indi” 
eating Bari and Chemey knew it 
was there, Sher said. Bari’s in¬ 
juries did not rule out that 
theory, he added. 

While the plaintiffs claimed 
nobody would be foolish enough 
to knowingly carry an armed 
bomb, Sher argued Friday a 
short circuit could have trig¬ 
gered it prematurely. 

Sher likened miscommunica- 
tion which might have led Oak¬ 
land Sgt, Robert Chenault to 
believe FBI agent Frank Doyle 
had said nails identical to the 





bomb’s were found elsewhere in 
Bari’s car to the “telephone” 
game, in which a message is 
passed along a line of whis¬ 
pering children: “Each step of 
the way it changes, and nobody 
is lying.”
